ON the 14th of September, General Wahingrom, myfelf, 

and the Chevalier. de Chatelleux, arrived at Williamfborgh, 

where. we found the Marquis dela Fayette in conjunction 
with the Cotint de Saint Simon, who had taken an excellent 
pofition,: waiting for us. Lord Cornwallis was employed in 
entrenching himfelf at York and Gloucelter, barring the river

Cornwallis: fa ‘the rivers York aud James. Admiral Graves " 
bore to the windward, and the van-guard of Count de Graffe; 
under the orders of the Sieur de Bougaiaville, came up with 
the rear of the Englith, which wassgughly handled. The 
Count de Graffe having parfued fome time, returned on the ' 
1tth into the Bay, where he found’ the quadron of Count de 
Barras, which failed the 25th of Augyfl from Newport, with 
ten tran{ports, having on board our fiege artillery, and entered 
the Bay on the roth of September im good condition. The 
two Englith frigates being between the two Squadrons, were 
taken. Immediately, the ten tranfports of the Count de Bar- 
ras, the frigates, and prizes of Count de Graffe, were ‘detach: 
ed to carry our troops t0 Annapolisy ander the orders of the 
Sieur de Villebrune, Commander of the Romulus, who, with 
the Baron Vionemil, ufed fuch expedition, that they afrived 
on the 25th in Willirmfburgh ‘Creek; whese they difembarked 
the army on the 26th and 27th. + 

On the zoth, the allied army marched front Williamfburgh 
at break of day for York-Town, and the French corps of 
7000 men began the inveltment from the head of York River 
to the morafs near Col, Nelfon’s houfe, taking advantage of the 
woods, creeks, &c. in fuch a manner, as to block up the ene- 
my within piftol-fhor of their works ; the three French brigades; 
marked out the ground, and encamped fecurely from the ene- 
my’s cannon, ‘Che Baron de Viomenil. commanded the gre- 
nadiers and chaffeurs of the army as the van-guatd, 

On the zgth, the American army paffed the morafs, and the 
inveitment of York-Town became complete, and ‘was-.quite 
blocked up. The infantry of Eauzun being debarked oa the 
234, marched under the Duke de Lauzun, to rejoin their ca- 
valry, which had marched by land into Gloucefter county, un- 
dev Brigsdier-General de Wieden, who commanded hare a 


On the night between the 29th and goth,.the enemy fearing 
to be infulted in the confined pofition which they had fortified, 
abandoned all their pofts. 

We employed the goth in lodging ourfelves in the abandon- 
ed works, which enabled us to block up the enemy iea circle 
of very little extent, and gave us great advatitage. ae 

The fame day the wake rts, with the artillery for the fiege, 
came down to Trubello Landing, féven miles from hence, 
when we fet about difembarking it. 

On the 3d of Oftober, the Sieur de Choify marched to block 
up Gloucefter, and take a pofition at three miles diftance from 
that place. 

The corps of the Sieur de Choify was compofed of the le- 
gion of Lauzun, of his infantry dr from the fhips, and of 
12,000 American militia under Brigadier-General Wieden. 
Tarléton was with 600 men ia hie 400 of which were 
horfe, and 200 infantry. ‘The D de Lauzin attacked him 
fo vigoroufly, that not withftanding the fire of bis ‘artillery, he 
threw them iato diforder, wounded Tarleton, and forced the 
detachment to return to Gloucefter, with the lofs of fifty men. 
The Sieur Billy, Dilloa, and Dutre, 2d Captain, were wound- 
ed, three huffars “were killed, and eleven wodnded. - 

The entrenchments were opened in two attacks, above and 
below York River, in thé night between the 6th and 7th of 
O&tober, and different engagements took place till the 17th, 
The eneiny began to come_to a parley.” The capitulation was 
figned on the sgth, in the morning, by which Lord Corn- 
wallis and his whole army were made prifoners of war. The 
American and French troops took poffeflion of the redoubts at 
noen, 

The garrifon at York Town filed off, at two o’clock by 
beat of drum, with their arms which were then piled up, with 
twenty pair of colours. ‘The fame took place at Gloucelter. 
The companies of grenadiers of Bourbonnois and the Ameri- 
cans are in the redoubts, and the enemy's troops will evacuate 
it to-morrow, and be condu¢ted.,to the interior parts of the 
country. .The Vifcount de Noailles, and Colonel Laurens, 
have drawn up the articles of capitulation, in conjunction with 
two fuperior officers of Lord Cornwallis’s army. — 

It is fuppofed there are about 000 or 7000 prifoners, and 
170 pieces of cannon taken. 


Letters. from Rochelle, by way of Oftend, mention, that the 
Duke de Crillon had fent to Court for four more regiments of 
infantry, and an additional number of engineers, his troops zt 
prefent not being fafficient to effectuate the reduction of Minor- 
ca; in confequence of which orders had been fent to Toulon 
for a frefh embarkation.
